CLAIM AND COUNTER-CLAIM,

He examined the cash book, which was kept 
by the defendant, and found figures altered.

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NIGERIAN DAYS. 

We feel disposed to agree with the 
tribute paid in the preface by Mr. 
Cunninghame Graham to the work of this 
able, but modest, administrator. Leaving 
Britain in 1906, Mr. Hastings’s first stay 
in Nigeria was at the little town of Lokoja, 
where the Postmaster-General was a big, 
genial Irishman of rabid politics, but un- 
bounded hospitality, who, placing a bottle 
of John Jameson on the table, used to ask 
his guests: “ Will ye have Scotch or 
whiskey now?’’ The natives of this 
country are either pagans or Moham- 
medans. The author was given the task 
of reducing the Tulas, a fighting tribe, to 
& proper frame of mind. This was done 
by an extremely small force, aided with a 
Maxim, against several thousand warriors. 
There were casualties on the native side, 
but ever afterwards the tribe remained 
peaceful. 

The village was indescribably filthy, with 
skulls ranged around in the huts, while 
large smoke-blackéd pots of earthenware 
held cold, gruesome masses of human flesh.

ased warrior friends. Mr. Hastings 
was severely censured by the then High 
Commissioner, Sir Perey Girouard, for 
using force against these gentle children 
of nature, thousands of whom, armed with 
spears and poisoned arrows, had come to 
meet the little party of whites. Most of 
the tribes here surrendered without hostili- 


ties, yielding a grudging allegiance to the 


new régime. The sturdier pagans fought, 
and proved the better citizens later on. 

It is noteworthy that, during the Great 
War, the inhabitants made no effort to 
revolt. They are governed by native 
Emirs, administering local laws, aided by 
a Mijindadi, or intermediary, who acts as 
ws from the Emir to the Political 

fficer. Some of the Mijindadi are shrewd 
fellows. The native courts, administering 
Mohammedan law, were quite all 
along, although the underlings am the 
court often extorted fees from the litigants 
as a means of procuring the ear of the 
judge, who, however, though native, was 
usually honest. The native police even to- 
day continue to bully and grab where 
possible, and are the worst branch cf 
native administration; for the African 
simply does not make a good policeman. 

The stories of the treks along the bush, 
and by the Niger, frighten one, and these 
often had to be undertaken in the hot 
season when even natives found it difficult 
to be about. There are sections in 
Nigeria where no rain has fallen for as 
many as five years, The Emirs are re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of law and 
order, but al] executions must be author- 
ised by the Governor. Beheading is still 
the common method of despatch. The 
officer here, if he means to know his work, 
must master four dialects, one of which is 
a local form of Arabic. Conditions have 
altered enormously in the last few years. 
Towns near the coast now have electric 
light and pipe-water. White women come to 
live here with their husbands, and bicycles 
are by the native clerk, while the 
official goes around in a Ford car. On the 
other hand, the native now uses a helmet 
when working in the settlement to protect 
him from sun which for centuries had

FRENCH SHORT STORIES. 
Proíessor T. Rudmose-Brown has 
selected ten short stories from modern 
French authors and has edited them with 
biographical notes on the authors, expla- 
nations of obscure phrases and allusions, 
and an introduction which is virtually an 
ron | on the French conte. His aim is to 
exhibit the typical conte in its finest 
literary form. e are reminded that the 
English term ‘‘short story ’’ embraces 
varieties of composition which are clearly 
distinguished by the French. The English 
short story may run to ten or fifteen thou- 
sand words—being, in effect, a short novel, 
with a considerable range of scene and 
time and a development of character. This 
kind of tale is called by the French the 
nouvelle. The conte is a short story of one 
to five thousand words, and is usually of 
one of two types. The one is distinguished 
by the climax or “kick” (as with 
O. Henry’s tales) ; the other is a rendering 
of a mood or impression—is, in fact, an 
essay in a harrative form. In either case 
the cónfe is compressed in expression, 
single in idea, without development of 
character—a unit, like a gem consisting of 
a single stone. 

Professor Rudmose-Brown is subtle and 
instructive in his critical notes. He shows 
us how Anatole Fránce— whose ‘‘ Messer 
Guido Cavalcanti '' he gives—is interested 
in the idea, not the situation, and rules 
out ‘‘dramatic’’ effect as repugnant to 
his philosophic and ironic intent. The 
selected tales are of a fantastic or macabre 
east. Edgar Allan Poé would read this 
book with deep delight. We find Mau- 
area terrible tale “‘ La Peur,’’ two by 

rilliers de l’Isle-Adam, a vivid tale of 
revolution by Dandet (whom we are asked 
to regard as a second-rank writer of 
contes which are “not really great, yet 
readable ”'), and stories by Nodier, de Ner- 
val, Demolder, de Régnier and René 
Bey lesve. 

This is a book for the adwvar ced student, 
enabling him to study the technique of the 
French short story in perfect examples and 
under the guidance of a most lucid inter- 
preter. Professor Rudmose-Brown is not 
the less pleasant a guide for having strong 

rejudices—in praising Perrault he 

itterly condemns Grimm and, “ worse 
still,’’ Andersen.

RACING AND HORSE-BREEDING.

EARLY CHRISTIAN IRELAND. | 

Though of necessity condensed, this 
manual of Irish Christian archeol is 
very pleasingly written. It places a fund 
of information attractively before the 
average reader and, at the same time, 
fulfils its purpose as an introduction to 
the moré serious study of Irish antiquity. 
Ireland is rich in relics of the past—round 
towers, high crosses, pagan and early 
Christian art-work and manuscripts oí 
great antiquity.

RECENT FICTION. 

Virginia Woolf has developed a new method 
of story-telling which may be defined broadly 
as impressionistic. It relies for its effects 
on detached revelations of thought and 
character, rather “an on a unified expression 
of a whole.

Those eledled this month to 
fill the vacancies will remain in office for 
eight years. The Senate consists of 
twenty-four ‘elected and two ex-officio 
members, the latter being the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast and the Mayor of Londonderry.

Mr. W. Carrigan, who, “ith Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, said that Monaghan 
had chosen to live in jail for the past 30 
years, and had selected the period of his 
own punishment, because, when. released, 
after serving a sentence, he selected a shop 
window at broke it, making sure that the 
offence was committed before 9 p.m. In this 
way he escaped penal servitude. He had 
been convicted 34 times, and on recent occa- 
sions had been sentenced to the maximum of 
two years’ imprisonment. Because he had 
not been sentenced to penal servitude he 
could not be put under preventive deten- 
tion, and had done over £100 worth of 
damage. 

The Judge—When was the last sentence’ 

Mr. Carrigan—He got two years on llth 
October, 1923, but got the benefit of the 
20 r cent. reduction, and that accounts 
for his being here now. 

The Judge—There is no other course open 
to me but to sentence him to his old sen- 
tence—two years’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour. 


POLICE PURSUIT OF AN ARMED 
RAIDER. 


A youne man named John Costello was 
found guilty of shooting at Constable 
Whelan, with intent to cause him grievous 
bodily harm, at: Tyrconnell House, Inchicore, 
on the morning of the 14th April. He was 
also found guilty of resisting arrest, and put 
back f-r sentence. 

Mr. Carrigan stated that two men forced 
their way into Patrick Guinan’s public-house 
on this morning, and that when Constable 
Whelan burst in the doors, in response to a 
woman’s cries for help, he was fired at by 
one man, and beaten afterwards by his accom- 
plice with a revolver. Subsequently the two 
men escaped from the house, and the prisoner 
was chased and captured. . 

Constable John Whelan described fis 
struggle with the man, who fired at him, and 
said that the prisoner was the man who came 
up and hit him on the head with a revolver. 

Timothy Guinan said that he was awakened 
by two men coming into his room. He put 
his “hands un ” when ordered to, as he 
lay in bed. The men demanded the keys of 
the safe, and when he said he had not got 
them a shot was fired, which missed him. 
Witness refused to tell them where his 
brother, “the boss,” was, and they 
threatened to plug him. Prisoner was one 
of the men. 

Miss Esther Guinan also identified Costello 
as one of the raiders. 

Sergeant Hartnett (28A) described how he 
met the prisoner in Emmet road about six 
o'clock on the morning of the raid. On being 
asked where. he was all night, Costello 
answered: “ What has that got to do with 
you’’’, Witness took him into custody and 
brought him towards Kilmainham Police 
Station. Just outside the gate he stepped 
back, drew a oe and mu witness: 
“Pot your hands up or I’ u ou.” 
Witness refused, and the prisoner Nolted. He 
was pursued as far as Rialto Bridge, where 
he turned into a field, dropped the revolver, 
and was captured. There were four empty 
cases in the revolver, and on the prisoner 
two “ live’’ rounds were found. 

Accused, who was not professionally repre- 
sented, addressed the jury, denied that he 
took part in the raid on Guinan’s, and alleged 
that after arrest he was beaten by detectives. 
The jury commended Constable Whelan for 
the pluck shown by him on this occasion.

POSITION OF TRADE. 

Viscount Massereene and Ferrard moved the 
second reading of the Unem ers. Insur- 
ance (Temporary Provisions) Bi l, the object 
of which is to bring into operation in Northern 
Ireland by Order in Council any changes in 
benefits adopted in Great Britain. 

Senator Joseph Cunningham (Labour 
Unionist) said that everyone was of the 
opinion that something would have to be done 
in regard to unemployment, and this was 
the view not only of the workers, but 
also of employers and public men. Trade 
was not improving, and they were in a worse 
position than they were a few years ago. A 
suggestion has been made that a conference 
be called to consider whether bringing em- 
ployers, public men and workers together 
would not obtain some solution. He believed 
that some good would come out of a confer- 
ence of this kind. They had in Northern 
Ireland a reasonable class of employers, and 
at the same time a very reasonable class of 
trade union officials. They had not that ex- 
treme fanatic known on the other side of the 
Irish Sea, and he thought it was possible to 
bring employers and these responsible and 
sensible trade unionist officials together, and 
with the assistance of public men interested 
in the welfare of the community they might be 
able to reach a solution, It was the opinion 
of many that there were a considerable r.um- 
ber of imposters drawing money from relief 
schemes and unemployment benefit. While 
there might be some imposters, he believed 
they were a small number compared with the 
total number of genuine cases. There were, 
he understood, many agricultural workers 
coming into Belfast and swelling the number 
of unemployed. He suggested that the Go- 
vernment might adopt a scheme whigh would 
enable these men to emigrate to the 
Dominions, where they could be employed 
on farm work for which they were admirably 
adapted. Six months’ benefit. wonld nearly 
give them a free passage to another country. 
Again, it was possible that they had a popu- 
lation over-industrialised, which they might 
not in the future be able to provide with 
work, and something should be done to dis- 
tribute that population. The shipyards were 
not likely to provide full work for a con- 
siderable time, and something should be done 
to meet the needs of skilled iron workers.

GRANDPARENTS RELEASED 


FROM PRISON. 


In the High Court, Belfast, yesterday, the 
Lord Chief Justic) and Mr. Justice Brown 
made an order eR from bee James 
McKay and his wife, Mary McKay, of Kil- 
curry. County Antrim. They were committed 
to jail three months ago for contempt of 
Court in failing to produce Irene Patricia 
Neilly, an infant, whose mother, a resident 
in Canada, had secured an order for Aabeas 
corpus for her production. 

The mother of the infant is a daughter 
of James and Mary McKay. When going to 
Canada, “here she had since re-married, she 
left the child with the grand-parents, who 
are Roman Catholics. he returned last 
August with the intention of taking the child 
to Canada, but the child disappeared after 
the mother’s arrival, and had never been 
traced. An order was made against the two 
McKays, and against two young men. The 
latter could not be found, but the McKays 
were arrested by the Sheriff, and have been 
in prison for the last three months. Mean- 
while the mother of the infant returned to 
Canada without the child. 

Affidavits were read from James McKay 
and his wife, both of whom are seventy vears 
of age, stating that they had no knowledge 
of the whereabouts of the infant, and that 
they were suffering in health as a result of | 
their confinement in prison. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in making an 
order for their release, said that three months 
in jail was a heavy punishment for these 
old people for what had occurred; especially 
ag the costs, which they would award against 
them, would amount to at least £100. The 
eres against the other two mén would 
stand.

TROUBLES OF TILLAGE, 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Recently one of our. Ministers, with 
the very best intentions, advocated an in- 
crease of tillage, and for the following reasons 
I respectfully disagree with his views, I have 
had “fifty years’ experience and have made 
careful study of the conditions of agriculture 
in this uneertain climate. Assisted by a very 
competent steward, the latest farming imple- 
ments and a good staff of workers, I failed to 
secure my entire crop in good condition more 
than ten times in that number of years. For 
the ‘past two years I lost more than half. 
Every year I purchase about £300 worth of 
damaged corn from farmers at 8d. a stone, 
which I bruise with cake for cattle. This is 
sold to me at about the cost of seed and 
labour. I paid a man 20s. a barrel for a few 
ood loads of white oats and asked him how 

e managed it so well. He said: '“I rushed, 
with all the help I could collect, and wotked 
up to twelve at night, and it was the only 
fine day that month ; so I was lucky, and, if I 
had any more, it was Jost.”’ 

My steward had many rushes, but it 
generally ended in a rush for shelter, and 
then it became a problem to provide work for 
a number of drenched men, whom [I often had 
to send to their homes qn full pay. Last year 
I saved no corn fit for horses, and am in- 
debted to our gallant friends, the Canadians, 
for the best oats I have seen. My oats were 
about six feet high, and in the following 
week they were about six inches, as if they 
had been crossed by a steam-roller. It was 
caused by a rain-storm. That is what happens 
when rich grass-land is ploughed for corn. It 
grows rank, with a hollow stem., The first 
storm flattens it, and then it sprouts, and 
another crop grows through it and it rots 
quickly. In future I shall grow little corn, 
but plenty of roots and potatoes. 

The days of plots and small farms are 
gone, unless a man is without ambition and 
becomes a slave. My labourers have half an 
acre apiece, well manured and _ perfectly 
tilled by a tractor which will do the work of 
twenty men and a team of horses. Working 
all together, they get out their potatoes with 
a digger in a few hours, where they were 
formerly fooling with spades for weeks. That 
is CO-operation, and such we must have if we 
hope to “carry on.” The best agricultural 
implements are very expensive and cannot be 
easily lent; and a small farmer without 
capital is in a hopeless position.—Yours, etc.,

MENTAL DISEASE 
RESEARCH. . 


SUGGESTID LABORATORY IN 
DUBLIN. 

The organisation of a central laboratory at 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital, Dublin, for 
research work inte the pathology of mental 
disease is suggested in a letter fram the 
Minister of Local Government which was 
read at yesterday's meeting of the Joint 
Committee of the Grangegorman and Port- 
rane Mental Hospitals. 

The Committee referred the letter to the 
Medical Superintendent (Dr. Donelan) for 
report. 

In his letter, the Minister states that it 
is considered that the scheme in its scope 
should extend not only to original research, 
but also aim at providing a pathologist 
capable of advising the medica] officers. of 
Grangegorman and also the officers of such 
other mental hospitals as would lend financial 
support to the scheme. 

urther, the laboratory would be a centre 
in which post’ graduate work in this special 
department of medicine could be undertaken ; 
and it might be anticipated that in time 
assistant medical officers, who at present go 
to England for instruction for the period of 
their study-leave, could obtain in Dublin a 
course of instruction equally valuable. In 
this connection it is suggested that it would 
be of great advantage if the junior medical 
posts at Grangegorman were made temporary 
and assistant medical officers from mental 
hospitals less favourably situated allowed uo 
occupy them during the period of study. 

It would also be necessary to consider 
whether such a laboratory should not be 
affiliated to one or other of the teaching 
bodies in Dublin, and whether it would not 
be possible to obtain the part-time service 
of a.pathologist already engaged on work 
of a similar nature. It would be a matter 
.of importance to establish a connection be- 
tween the laboratory and an existing centre 
for research, so that the work would be 
kept abreast of modern scientific lines.

Irish Freemasons, 
The English-speaking Grand Lodges of 


represented yesterday at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, when the Grand Lodge 
of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of 
Ireland celebrated, with a noble Service 
of Thanksgiving, the two hundredth anni- 
versary of its birth. Freemasonry existed 
in Ireland ante hominum memoriam—the 
fame of Gobban the Builder is legendary— 


those later centuries when the gilds of 
operative masons blended the zeal of 
religion with the magnificent craftsmanship 
that built the great cathedrals. Not, how- 
ever, until the beginning of the eighteenth 
century did the existing lodges in these 
islands combine to form central authorities. 
The Grand Lodge of England was formed 
in 1717. The Grand Lodge of Ireland was 
established on St. John's Day, in June, 
1725, when Richard, first Earl of Rosse, 
was installed as Grand Master at the 
King’s Inns, Dublin; and the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland came into being eleven years 
afterwards. During the last two centuries 
Irish Freemasonry has occupied a place of 
peculiar interest and importance in the 
history of the Craft. At the. beginning of 
the nineteenth century the. Grand T odge 
of Ireland had nearly 1,400 lodges on’ its 


combined Grand Lodges of England and 
Scotland. The latter total has increased 
hugely, while the Irish total has 
diminished ; but, as a result of the 
enthusiasm and initiative of the Irish 
Masons, the influence of their Grand 
Lodge is stamped in a hundred ways on 
Masonic thought and practice throughout 
the English-speaking world. The Royal 


Masonic Certificate originated here. In 
1732 the Grand Lodge of Ireland issued 
the first Travelling Warrant to a regiment 
of the British Army, and by this means 
Irish forms of ritual were carried into all 
the Continents and are impressed to-day 
upon the ‘vast field of Masonic activity in 
the United States. The Licentenary celebra- 
tions find the sixth Earl of Donoughmore 
Grand Master of Ireland. He has filled 
the office for twelve years. His ancestor, 
the first Earl, held it from 1789 to 1815— 
another period of European warfare and 
revolution. 

These celebrations are an expression ol 
the pride and gratitude of tens of 
thousands of Irishmen, and of the good- 
will of millions of their fellow-craftsmen 
in other lands. We hope that they will 
serve yet another purpose—that they will 
disabuse a section of the public mind in 
Ireland of certain. suspicions and pre- 
judices which still beset it. The term

Plain Words for Farmers. 

Mr. P, J. Hogan, Free State Minister 
for Lands and Agriculture, is no respecter 
of persons, and the plain words which he 
addressed in Dail Eireann yesterday to the 
drish farmers were needed badly. The 
Minister took advantage of.a discussion on 
‘a vote for his department to give the Dail 
an interesting review of agricultural con- 
ditions in the Free State. It was not very 
encouraging. The County Committees, he 
said, had been applying for more money 
from the Government ; but, with the excep- 
tion of four counties, none of them had 
struck the full local rate, and he could not 
ask the Minister for Finance for further 
assistance. Mr. Hogan proceeded to 
describe the steps which had been taken 
by the Government to help the farmers. 
The completion of land purchase, of course, 
was the most important, and the Govern- 
ment also had passed legislation for the 
improvement of butter, eggs and beef. 
The Government could not educate the 
farmer or force him to organise his in- 
dustry on a proper basis. Its power was 
limited to the provision of facilities for 
these reforms, and in this respect, Mr. 
Hogan asserted, “it had done its 
duty. Yet the condition of agriculture 
in the Free State was very backward. The 
cattle population was down in comparison 
with that of last year; there was no im- 
provement in the population of pigs, calves 
or sheep. In regard to crops the position 
was equally unsatisfactory. Throughout 
the country there was very little enthu- 
siasm for tillage, partly as a result of a 
succession of 1ainy seasons, and even the 
cattle trade was beginning to languish. 
Under the new régime, Mr. Hogan ex- 
plained, only five per cent. of the arable 
land was in the hands of the grazier. The 
real owner of the countryside was the 
small farmer, with a valuation of £20 or 
£30, and until the men of this class 
should decide to better their own position 
there could not be much hope of improve- 
ment in Irish agriculture. 

“There is no royal road to successful 
farming,”’ declared Mr. Hogan. Thea 
farmers must educate themselves first, 
organise themselves afterwards, and then 
do some really hard work. They will get 
no tariff protection from the Government ; 
for the ball is at their feet, and, if they 
do not “choose to kick it, they will have 
nobody but themselves to blame. That is 
straight talk, and, if the farmers are wise 
men, they will take it to heart. As Mr. 
Hogan said, they have been wresting every- 
thing out of the land for the last seventy 
years and have been putting nothing back. 
Much of the land, consequently, has 
deteriorated almost beyond repair. Our 
agriculture is unable to meet the growing 
competition of other countries, which is 
being increased now by the Baltic Pro- 
vinces and soon will be increased further. 
Our farmers lack enterprise 
and they lack imagination. They expect 
to be spoon-fed by a benevolent Govern- 
ment, and are allowing their magnificent 
opportunities to elude their grasp. The 
Minister gave some illuminating examples 
of their slackness. They buy Indian corn 
at the rate of 12s. per hundredweight, 
when they could grow barley at 8s. ; they 
buy flour at 20s. per bag, although they 
could produce wheat at 12s. ; and, finally, 
they will not take the trouble to finish the 
“alleged fat cattle’? which are being 
exported to Britain, with the result that 
Scotland has captured the cream of the 
market. The truth is that there is no 
place in the modern world for slip-shod 
methods in agriculture or in anything else. 
The Irish farmer has grown accustomed to 
a virtual monopoly of the British market 
and has developed lazy habits which are 
ruining the country’s trade. That 
monopoly is disappearing. Other countries 
are ousting our produce from the British 
breakfast-table, and unless a concertel 


find themselves one of these days in the 
position of Othello: their occupation will 
be gone. 


Camille Flammarion. 


During the nineteenth century the move- 
ment of the population towards the towns, 
and the spread of a free education that 
was concerned mainly with urban ideas, 
resulted in the loss of the traditional 
knowledge of Nature which formerly 
occupied men’s minds. The people learnt 
to read and write, but they forgot all that 
the illiterate generations had known so 
well concerning the world around them. 
Turoughout Western Europe men lost the 
pumes of trees and flowers; the lark, the 
thrush and the blackbird were confounded 
in their minds, and right by night the 
superb pageant of the stars wheeled above 
them uncbserved. Then came a reaction, 
and Nature, that had grown a stranger, 
was discovered anew. The world to-day 
cannot be too grateful to the learned men 
who sought to restore a popular familiarity 
with Nature. One of these has died in 
the person of M. Camille Flammarion, the 
famous French astronomer, who began 
to write books about the stars fifty years 
ago. He pessessed a sprightly and 
iniaginative style, and wrote with that 
learned lucidity which is a peculiarly 
French gift. Countless readers of his 
simple manuals and strange speculative 
essays have recovered the old-world 
familiarity with the heavens, while 
acquiring also an interest in the discoveries 
of modern science. Some of M. Flam- 
marion’s essays verged on the grotesque. 


Years before. the war he suggested 
that the nations should devote the 
entire .man-power of their forces to 


a common endeavour to dig a tunnel 
towards the earth's centre. By this means, 
he said, an electric power centre might be 
formed which would relieve all mankind 
of laborious toil. Most people’ regard his 


fantastic as this engineering scheme; but 
there is a happy significance in the fact 
that one of such high scientific attainments 
was yet opposed to the philosophy vf 
materialism.

The 
chief roads now are broad, asphalted high- 
ways. Yokohama was virtually obliterated 
by the earthquake ‘of September, 1923; 
and, although the wooden houses of the 
Japanese quarter have been rebuilt, the 
great commercial portion of the city, which 
was built of stone and brick, still lies in 
ruin. '

GENERAL ASSEMBLY NOTES. 
BY A PRESBYTERIAN CORRESPONDENT. 
The attendance at the opening meeting of 

the General Assembly of the Trish Presby- 
terian Church, held on Monday in: Belfast, 
was the largest that we have ever seen in 
the Assembly Hall. The outgoing Moderator, 
the Right Rev. R. W. Hamilton, of Lisburn, 
who conducted the opening Service, and wel- 
comed his successor, has won golden opinions 
enti his year of office. He has fre- 
quently visited the South of Ireland in the 
course of his official tours, and while quite 
properly keeping clear of politics, he has 
emphasised the unity of the Church, in spite 
of the political boundary. 

The Right Rev. Thomas Haslett, the new 
Moderator, is a man of academic distinction, 
but he has also made his mark as a parish 
minister in Ballymena, and has taken. a con- 
siderable part in the official work of the 
Church, 

Suggestions have been made from time to 
time to alter the present mode of selection of 
Moderators, which is by nomination by the 
Presbyteries, but, judging by the experience 
of the past, it would be hardly possible to 
devise a scheme that would secure a suc- 
cession of more distinguished occupants of 
the chair,

Deputies from the Presbyterian Church of 
England, headed by the Rev. R. C. Gillie, its 
Moderator, bore the greetings of their Church 
to the Irish Assembly, and received a very 
cordial welcome.

The latter provides a full training in Arts, 
and has one Chair in Divinity, but the 
majority of the Church's students receive 
their theologica] training in the Belfast Col- 
lege. _ It is open to men to take one or two 
years in a es a outside Ireland, and many 
go to Edinburgh or Princeton. 

The Assembly heard with satisfaction that 
there is some increase in the number of 
students, and testimony was borne from more 
than one quarter to the fine work being done 
y the professional staff.

An interesting discussion arose out of the 
report on theological examinations. Ap- 
pended to the report was a proposal that the 
Assembly should appoint a committee to in- 
quire if any change should be made in the 
jormula of ‘adherence to the Westminster 
Confession of Faith, subscription to which is 
required of. all candidates for the ministry. It 
transpired that there was unrest among the 
Divinity students in this matter, and that the 
proposal was made out of deference to their 
scruples. 

The matter was submitted by the Rev. W. 
J. Farley in a conciliatory speech, but was 
attacked by the Rev. James Hunter, who 
declared himself to be a Fundamentalist, 
and was supported. by several elders. Yet 
the resolution in favour of a committee of in- 
quiry was carried by a-substantial majority. 

Tt is rather a curious and disquieting 
portent to find some of our able and devoted 
elders standing rigidly by forms of theology 
and confessional symbols: which all the great 
Protestant Churches are modifying in the 
light of modern science and the modern con- 
ception of the world.

THE ‘SITUATION IN~ CHINA,

The Powers concerned in the outbreak 
in Shanghai are now realising the gravity 
of the situation in China. Our Foreign 
Office is carefully watching developments ; 
for it is thought possible that the trouble 
originating in Shanghai may spread. The 
Peking Government is a de facto one and 
has at its head Chang Tso Lin, a chief 

pularly known as the War Lord of 
Manthuris. It is also a coalition body, 
and does not seem to work particularly 
well; for its members are fighting one 
against the other. This weakens any 
action it may take in restoring order. 
Trouble in China usually starts with an 
anti-Japanese bias, and this is aggravated 
until it becomes anti-European. Up to 
now there has been no question of com- 
bined intervention by the Powers, and such 
a step will not be resorted to until there 
is no other way out; but, if it should 
prove to be necessary, Japanese, from the 
Indo-Chinese station, and United States 
troops, from Manila, are easily available. 


Allied Debts. - 


It is thought in London that, PS 
circumstances, the United States ern- 
ment will not agree to be re resented at 
any general conference in London at which 
the question of inter-Allied indebtedness 
would be discussed. Mr. George Harvey, 
a former United States Ambassador in 
London, is the author of the suggested 
conference, but American objections to it 
are almost insurmountable. The American 
Debt Commission includes three important 
Cabinet Ministers who cannot be spared 
from their own departments for what 
might prove a lengthy stay in Europe. The 
United States prefers to deal with each 
debtor country separately, and is waiting 
to hear from them as to the plans they 
propose to adopt to follow the British 
example and to make provision for the 
discharge of the indebtedness, | 


Marshal Foch, 


A considerable crowd gathered at the 
Cenotaph this morning on learning that 
Marshal Foch was to place a wreath there 
at eleven o'clock. At the hour fixed the 
Marshal, in pale blue uniform, appeared, 
accompanied by M. de _ Fleuriau, the 
French Ambassador, with the military 
attaché to the Embassy. The crowd imme- 
diately closed im, and there was a great 
circle of witnesses when the Marshal ad- 
vanced towards the north side of the 
structure and placed on the steps a magni- 
ficent wreath of lilies with white and blue 


orchids. It bore the inscription, “ Le 
Marechal Foch au Soldat Brittannique 
Inconnu.”’ Retiring a few steps the 


Marshal gravely saluted the Cenotaph, the 
men present removing their hats while he 
and those with him stood in this attitude 
of respect for nearly a minute. He was 
warmly cheered as he drove away in & 
car. 


Set-back for Extremists. 


Mr. Cook, the Secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation, and his fellow extremists, met 
a thorough rebuff to-day; for the leaders 
of the principal British trade unions, at 
a private meeting, decided against the 
policy of force propounded by the ex- 
tremists. Counsels of moderation were put 
forward by Mr. J. H. Thomas and others. 
Mr. (‘ook was anxious to revive the old 
“Triple Alliance’’ of unions, so that what 
would be practically a general strike might 
be called in the event of trouble in the 
mining world. The result of the meeting 
was that nothing more definite was done 
than to appoint a committee to consider 
the suggestion submitted to the conference. 
Mr.. J. H. Thomas was given an ovation 
at the close of his speech attacking the 
proposition. 


Foot-and-Mouth Dicouse. 


At midnight last night for the first time 
since August, 1923, no general restrictions 
were in force in any part of Great Brita'n 
concerning foot-and-mouth disease, but to- 
day it was reported that a case has broken 
out at Lilley. This plate is included in 
the area from which large numbers of 
exhibits are sent to Hertfordshire Show 
at Hatfield, and most of the cattle were 
on the way to the Show when stopped by 
the police. There is a dilemma as to 
whether the exhibits already arrived from 
the area can be returned. The decision of 
the Ministry of Agriculture is anxiously 
awaited. 


International Railway Congress, 


The International Railway Congress, 
which will hold its tenth session in 
London at the end of the present month, 
will be attended by representatives from 
railways in all parts of the world, includ- 
ing Japan, Uruguay, (zecho-Slovakia, 
Siam, Peru, Hayti and Bolivia, in addition 
to many others. The agenda to he con- 
sidered by the Congress deals mainly with 
technical matters, such as the reduction. of 
the cost of traction, electric locomotives 
and the eight hour day. The question of 
suburban traffic, including the provision of 
tubes, also will be considered. A thousand 
delegates are expected, and the Duke of 
York will receive them and make the 
inaugural speech. The British railways 
are organising a series of excursions 
throughout the country, so that the visitors

AN IMPRESSIVE 
CEREMONY.

T. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, was 
S filled to overflowing yesterday, when 
the members of the Masonic Order in Ire- 
land commemorated the foundation of the 
Irish Grand Lodge two hundred years ago 
by a Thanksgiving Service. Two thousand 
five hundred Freemasons from all parts of 
the country—North and South—were in 

ttendance. There was a large gathering 
of representatives of Grand Lodges outside 

Irish Constitution, and all the avail- 

le spare seats were occupied’ by the 

ceneral public. Every niche in the great 

ithedral was filled. Probably within living 

memory St. Patrick’s has not had such a 
congregation. 

The body of the building was reserved 
for members of the Order, all of whom 
wore their regalia. The faint blue of the 
collars and aprons of the Irish brethren 
a touch of delicate colour to the 
sombre greys of the lofty nave, and the 
slanting sunlight streaming through the 
windows was caught and flashed about by 
the rich gold and gleaming jewels of the 
office-bearers’ insignia. Just before the 
Service started the children of the Masonic 
Schools—one hundred and five girls and 
one hundred and one boys—marched into 
their places in the transept. There was 
an element of pathos in the bright young 
faces of these orphan lads and lasses, spick 
and span in their neat attire, and obviously 
overawed by the solemnity of the occasion. 

The whole vast congregation rose to its 
feet as the throbbing notes of the organ 
heralded the approach of the procession, 
which started from the Lady Chapel and 
made its way to the nave by the south 
aisle. First came the choir, specially en- 
larged for the Service. Then the Tyler 
of Grand Lodge led a double file of 
Provincial Grand Officers, followed by 
elected members of the Grand Lodge of 
Instruction, and envoys from foreign 
Grand Lodges. 

Next in procession were the Grand 
Steward, the Standard-bearers, other 
Grand Lodge officers, the Grand Chaplain 
(the Dean of Christ Church), the Grand 
Secretary, the Grand Sword-bearer, the 
Deputy Grand Master (Colonel Claude 
Cane), and, finally, the Grand Master the 
Earl of Donoughmore, K.P.), followed by 
the Primate, the Archbishop of Dublin, 
and a number of other bishops. 

The Volume of the Sacred Law and the 
Sword were laid upon the altar, and then 
the members of the procession took their 
in the reserved pews. Lord 
Donoughmore was accompanied by Colonel 
(laude Cane in the Viceregal pew, outside 
which the two banners—one of the Grand 
Lodge, the palest of pale blue in colour, 
and the other of the Grand Master, dark 
blue and scarlet—were placed. The other 
high officers were accommodated in adjoin- 
ing pews, and the Service began with 
impressive grandeur. 

Rarely has the grand old hymn, “‘ O God, 
our Help in Ages Past,” been sung as it was 
sung by that vast assembly. The soaring 
voices of the choir boys rose on a great swell 
of full-throated song, echoing back from the 
vaulted roof of the Cathedral, a mighty 
pean of praise. It was an imposing, and 
vet a wonderfully simple Service. Looking 
wn the nave one saw row upon row of 
nest men. Against the light blue of the 
regalia, the dark green of the Scottish 
craft stood out in strong relief with the 
Roval blue of the Grand Lodge of England. 
Every type of manhood was numbered in the 
throng. Crabbed age and youth stood side 
by side Men from the North, the West 
and the South paid their common tribute to 
the Great Architect, united in the all-em- 
bracing bond of Masonry, and released from 
all distinctions of class, of politics, or creed. 
The company included members of both the 
Irish Parliaments; all the professions had | 
their representatives, and the rank and file 
-of the congregation was drawn from every 
section of the community. 

The Primate’s address was delivered with 
conviction and powerful effect. He sketched 
the history of the craft in Ireland, laying 
particular stress on its benevolent activities 
and its complete freedom from political or 
The Masonic Order, he de- 
constituted a firm bond between 
North and South in these days when the 
danger of drifting apart was acute, and he 
exhorted his hearers to maintain the tradi- 
tions of the craft, working under the 
Almighty for the good of mankind. 

The sermon was followed by the Masonic 
prayers, recited with dignity and fervour by 
the Grand Chaplain of.the Order. Then the 
National Anthem brought three thousand 
men to their feet ; and the ceremony was 
over. The procession re-formed at the altar 
rails, led this time by the Grand Deacons,’ 
with their light blue wands and gauntleted 
Slowly it marched back to the Lady 
Chapel while a recessional hymn was being 
sung, and as the brilliant crimson of the 
bishops’ robes faded into the dimness of the 
southern aisle the last sighing notes of the 
organ brought a memorable Service to an 
end.

PRIMATE ON THE ORDER’S 


OBJECTS. 


The Senior Grand Chaplain (the Most Rev. 
Dr, D'Arcy, Primate of Au Ireland) preached 
the sermon. He selected as his text Psalm 
cxxvil., 1—“ Except the Lord build the 
house, they labour in vain that build it.” 
Addressing the congregation as ' My dear 
brethren,” he said :—Here to-day we cele- 
brate, with thankfulness, the 200th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland. Before that event Freemasonry 
existed in this country, though not organised 
as at present. With the founding of the 
Grand Lodge it began its modern history. 

Freemasons form a brotherhood of men 
who, taking the art of the builder as the 
expression of certain great moral principles, 
are united in the effort to apply those prin- 
ciples in their daily life. 

Any great art might be used in the same 
way; for to explore the principles which are 
involved in any great art is to enter very 
deeply into the inner shrine of human things. 
But building is the greatest and most vener- 
able of all human arts. In it the idea of 
construction found its earliest, its most per- 
fect, and its most enduring, realisation.

KING ALFRED’S ELDER 
BROTHER. 


ETHELBERT’S COFFIN 
DISCOVERED. | 

While excavating in the Lady Chapel, 
Sherborne Abbey, which is being restored, 
workmen discovered yesterday the coffin of 
King Ethelbert, who was buried in 866 a.p. 
It is of Ham Hill stone and contains 
human bones. The coffin of King Ethel- 
bald was found during the restoration of 
1858. 

These two West-Saxon Kings were 
brothers of King Alfred the Great, who 
was educated at Sherborne, and sons of 
Ethelwulf, King of the West-Saxons. They 
were. buried at Sherborne by Bishop 
Ealstan, their kinsman. The Prince of 
Wales, when on a Western tour in 1923, 
was shown the coffin of King Ethelbald, 
and stood upon the spot where these two 
Kings were supposed to be buried. 


OBITUARY. 


M. CAMILLE FLAMMARION. 


A Reuter message from Paris announces 
the death of M. Camille Flammarion, the 
noted French astronomer and writer, at the 
age of eighty-three years. M. Flammarion 
was the founder of the monthly review, 
“ L'Astronomie,” of the observatory of 
Juvisy, and of the Astronomical Society of 
France. Not a few of the theories put for- 
ward in his writing startled timid folk and 
led to a good deal of controversy among 
men of science. Astronomy in his hands 
ceased to be a dry, uninteresting subject. 
His genius made the wonders of the heavens 
and the earth familiar subjects in the homes 
of men. Most of his works have been trans- 
lated into English. They include—‘ Marvels 
of the Heavens ” (1870), “ The Atmosphere”’ 
(1873), “ Urania” (1891), “Omega: the 
Last Days of the World ” (1893), “Popular 
Astronomy’ (1894), “The nknown ”’ 
(1900), ‘‘ Astronomy for Amateurs ” (1904), 
‘‘Mysterious Psychic Forces” (1907), 
“Death and its Mystery ” (in three parts— 
1920, 1921, and 1922), and “‘ Dreams of an 
Astronomer ”’ (1923). 


THE REV. W. H. GILES. 


The Rev. William H. Giles, who had been 
Rector of Killowen Parish for upwards of 
thirty years, died yesterday at his residence, 
“ Ardeevin,”’ Captain street, Coleraine. His 
health compelled him to resign Killowen 
Parish about a. year ago, when the 
parishioners gave him a handsome presenta- 
tion. Mr. Giles was a Governor of ths 
Coleraine Academical Institution, and a mem- 
ber of the Cottage Hospital Committee of 
Management. He is survived by his wife 
and two sons. 


PIERRE LOUYS. 

Pierre Louys, the well-known French 
novelist and writer of short stories, has died 
in Paris, in his fiftv-fifth year. Louys was a 
great grandson of Sabatiér. the President of, 
the Institute de France and Surgeon-in-Ordi- 
nary to Napoleon I. He was educated at the 
Lycée Janson de Sailly, Paris.. As a young 
man he paid six visits to North Africa, and 
when ninetecn vears of age he founded the 
review, La Conque, whose brilliant contribu- 
tors included Swinburne, Leconte de Lisle, 
Heredia, Verlaine. Malarmé, Maeterlinck and 
Moréas. 

Louys's book “ Aphrodite” attained a 
larger circulation than anv other work by a 
living French writer. Three hundred and 
fifty thousand convies of it were printed, in 
addition to those of translations into various 
languages. Ten dremas and operas, with the 
same title. and subject were written. and 
several of them were played in Russia, 
Austria, Argentina and France. One was pro- 
duced #t the Onéra Comique in Paris, with 
music by Camille Erlanger. Among Louvs’s 
other worke were “‘Aetarté” (1802), “ Les

Walsh; “but a few points may well be 
stressed—the enormous stimulus given to 
athletics in Ireland by the presence. of the 
Olympic champions; the revival of amateur 
boxir and gymnastics, which had almost 
ceased to exist, and the renewal of interest in 
swimming and rowing, as well as other 
branches of sport, such as clay-bird shooting 
and motor-boat racing, in both of which clubs 
have been established as the direct outcome 
of the Games. The literary and art competi- 
tions also aroused widespread attention. 

“The external benefits resulting to the 
country from Aonach. Tailteann cannot be 
assessed in terms of money; but the impres- 
sion made on foreign competitors and visitors 
by the manner in which the Games were 
Organised and carried out and the hospitality 
they received has been, and will continue to 
be, propaganda for Ireland of untold moral 
and commercial value.”’

RIOTING. 


STRIKE SPREADS. 


JAPANESE CRUISER 
FOR SHANGHAL 


EWS from China is more reassuring 

- to~lay. The strike in Shanghai. is 
spreading—over 100,000 men are out—but 
no further riots have occurred. 

The authorities, it would seem, have the 
situation in hand, and raids have been 
carried out in Communists’ ‘‘ nests,’’ and 
a number of arrests have been made. 

In order to ensure the “adequate pro- 
tection of its nationals, Japan has 
despatched the Japanese cruiser Tatsuta 
to Shanghai, with 200 marines on board. 

The strikers are mostly confined to the 
coolie class, but yesterday all the 
messengers, and practically all the Chinese 
operators of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company and the Eastern Extension 
Cable Company, struck work, The em- 
ployés at Astor House and the Majestic 
Hotel also walked out, but Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent reports that the reaction among 
many workers is apparent. 


REPLY TO CHINESE 
PROTEST. 


HOPES FOR THE RESTORATION 


OF TRANQUILLITY. 
' PEKING, Thureday. 

The Diplomatic Corps met this morning 
and drew up a Note in reply to the Note of 
the Wai Chiao Pu (Foreign Office) of June 2nd, 
in which the Foreign Office protested against 
the action of the Shanghai police in firing 
upon the rioters, 

The reply, whith-was handed to the Wai 
Chiao Pu by the Italian Minister this after- 
noon, says:—‘‘ While deploring the events 
whereby a number of unfortunate victims 
were killed and others seriously injured, we 
believe it is necessary to specify the circum- 
stances in which the police used their arms. 

“The demonstrating groups distributing 
subversive anti-foreign pamphlets in the con- 
cession, were requested to disperse, and the 
leaders arrested. The crowd refused to obey 
orders, attacked the lice, and attempted 
an assault on the police station. Only then 
the police used arms. 

= The responsibility, therefore, rests on the 
demonstrators, not on the authorities, who 
subsequently gave proof that they were well- 
disposed, and the mixed court, before which 
the culprits were summoned, ordered their 
release on bail. 

“While awaiting further information, we 
hope that the Chinese Government will en- 
visage the incident in the same conciliatory 
spirit which has inspired the diplomatic re- 
presentatives, so that order and tranquillity 
may be re-established in Shanghai with the 
least possible -delay.’’— (Reuter. ) 


ANOTHER CHINESE NOTE. 
LATER. 

The Wai Chiao Pu sent another Note. this 
afternoon to the Italian Minister, as repre- 
senting the interested Powers. It complains 
that there have been further cases of the 
Shanghai police firing on the people, more 
of whom have been killed and wounded, and 
alleges that most of the victims were shot in 
the back. 

There were no casualties among the police, 
it adds, which proves that the shooting was 
entirely unjustified. : 

The Note declares that the attitude of the 
authorities in Shanghai is IE the strikes, 
and urges the representatives oí the Powers 
to send, without delay, the most emphatic in- 
structions to the Consular agents in Shanghai 
“io cease the chice of firing, in order to 
avoid further bloodshed.”—(Reuter.)

GREAT SUFFERING.IN 
UNITED STATES.

A heat wave which has held the whole of 
the United States from the Rocky Mountains 
to the Atlantic: seaboard in its grip since 
Saturday continues without any present hope 
of yelief, so far as the East is concerned, 
states he./'imes New York Correspondent, 
The temperatures reported from the various 
parts of the affected region range from 90 
degrees to 100 degrees, and more. In Iowa, 
Missouri and some other Middle Western 
States heavy thunderstorms have brought 
temporary relief, but have themselves caused 
a number of deaths and damage to standing 
érops,and buildings. - In “Minnesota alone the 
damage to property amounts to $2,500,000 
(£00,000), and there is an unknown amount 
of damage in St. Joseph, Missouri, where six 
inches of rain fell yesterday in a few hours. 

Nine persons have died in Chicago from the 
intense heat, fen in Dhio from heat or storms, 
and. fourteen more’ in. other parts of the 
Middie West.

AR. P. J. HOGAN, Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture, believes in straight 


talk; and he gave the farmers plenty of, it 


vesterday when he explained the estimate 
for his department in Dail Kireann. 

He declared that there was no royal 
road to success in. agriculture. Farmers 
must organise themselves for business. 
Virtually the only help that the Govern- 
ment could give them was in providing 
facilities for education. 

Farmers, he said, talked about the effect - 
of climatic changes, when the truth was 
that they had been taking everything out 
of the land and putting nothing into it. 
He pointed out that they were faced with 
keen “competition in’ their chief market, 
and that Irish beef, instead of command- — 
ing the highest price in London, had to 
compete with chilled beef írom the Argen- 
tine. They should at least ‘‘ finish ” their 
‘* alleged fat cattle.” 

The Minister predicted that there would 
be a decrease in the cattle exports this 
year, but said that the prospects for sheep 
and pigs were good, and that an improve- 
ment in the demand for butter, poultry 
ahd bacon might be expected. 

Dealing with the work of the Land Com- 
mission, he said that when every available 
acre had been distributed there still would © 
bé 60,000 congests and many landless men. 
The great problem confronting agriculture 
concerned the future of the farmers’ 
second, third and fourth sons, 


VOTE OF £237,766. 


MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND LANDS, | 


On a vote of £237,766 for the Office of the 
Minister of Lands and Agriculture, Mr. Hogan 
said that the services which were formerly 
paid for out of the Endowment Fund were 
now entirely paid for out of the vote, The 
whole structure of the: estimate had been 
changed, and he thought for the better. The 
estimates showed at a glance’ exactly: what 
the operations of the Department were. 

The Endowment Fund,. which had. been. 
merged in the vote, amounted to £92,000, 
There were also brought in; as appropriations . 
mn aid, a sum ef £21,000.from the báis. 
ment “Fund, and certain reserves Which the 
Department held in the Endowment Fund. 
Those reserves had accumulated for years and 
amounted to £106,453, of which £48.510 were 
Securities and £26,770 loans outstanding. 


HINT TO COUNTY COMMITTEES. 

The Department had received applications 
from various County Committees for an in- 
crease of funds, but the Minister for Finance 
had to take into account, when considering 
the applications, that a very large number of 
counties had not struck their full rate. So 
far as the year 1925-26 was concerned, the 
funds. were there, in fact;.to continue the 
schemes in full operation. On that point he 
wished: to make it clear tlat he was not 
going to ask the Minister for Finance. far. more 
money except on the basis of a contribution 
from the counties theinselves: Counties auth, 
county committees should realise that, if they 
wished to increase their schemes, they must 
strike a rate. With the exception of four 
counties, none of the others had up to the 
present struck their full rate. ~ í ee 

With regard to the vote, thé moneys that 
came to the Department last vear was 
£259,583. To that should be added sums 
which were available last year—viz., the De- 
velopment Fund, £21,551; the annual grant 
to the I.A.0.S., £4.500. The net total shown 
this vear was £387,766, or-an increase of 


£49,907. 


COST OF NEW LEGISLATION. 
Of that increase, £30,580 was accounted: for 
,by new Jegislation—the Agricultural Produce 
‘Act, the Dairy Produce Act and the Live 
Stock Breeding Act. The gross cost of the 
nits Produce Act would be £21,225, and the 
receipts this year under the Act would be 
£2,800. The gross cost of the Live Stéck 
Breeding | Act would be £10,722, and 
estimated receipts £7,500.

g would be £8,446, and the 
receipts would be £2,500. The pros cost of 
these Acts would be about £40,000, and the 
net cost about £25,000. The Dairy Pro-

Major Cooper said that deputies were at a 
disadvantage by reason of the new form in 
which the estimates were presented. 

Mr. Hogan replied that .it-was very hard 
work studying the estimates, and he invited 
the deputy to do that hard work. 

Major Cooper said that deputies who at- 
tended every day ought not to be rebuked by 
a Minister who absented himself from the 
House. The members had not assistance in 
the shape of Ministerial secretaries. Minis- 
ters should assist, rather than rebuke, and 
many Ministers did give assistance. The 
Minister had devoted forty minutes to giving 
the House information which ought to be Sh 
black and white in order that members could 
consider the estimates, | 


COW POPULATION. 


Mr. Hogan said that the cow population of 
the country was about the same as last 
year—if anything a little down. Inciden- 
tally, he. might say that the export trade 
for the first four months of this year was a 
little more than for the corresponding period 
last year. The calf population was about 
the same, but there were fewer yearlings. 
That was due to the fact thet there was an 
abnormal export last year of livestock, 
especially of young cattle. Roughly speak- 
ing, they exported last vear one million head 
of cattle, against 750,000 in the normal year. 
That meant that so far as their most im- 
portant export item was concerned it would 
be less this year. ! 
~The number of sheep was approximately 
the same as last year. Pigs, in spite of the 
advice of the Department of Agriculture, 
were fewer in number, because, for certain 
reasons, many people had ceased to keep 
pigs. Last year’s prices ranged from 40s. to 
60s., and there was consequently very little 
profit m them. The pig population con- 
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they found that the price of pigs” 
to an extraordinary extent year after year 

Good prices for cattle had obtained for 
some time past. 
also for pigs ahd 
regard to both pigs and sheep were good, 
as prices had been-goed for some months. 
He did mot intend to talk on the questiog 
of prt, what the future would bring; but 
he believed that ple who realised on the 
spring trade had done fairly well. 

The area under cro had fallen, but 
the decréase had: not’ been marked so 
far as potatoes and oats were concerned. 
Mangolds and turnips were not sown to the 
same extent as last year. 

NO ENTHUSIASM FOR TILLAGE. 

For various reasons, including the fact that 
there has been three years’ abnormal rainfall, 
there was very little enthusiasm amongst 
farmers for tillage, and the result was that 
the acreage under crops was down. 

The big outstanding fact was that they 
must be prepared for a decrease in their 
cattle export. 

He did not take as seriously as some people 
all the talk about their adverse trade balance. 
No one seemed to. as to whether they 
had an adverse trade balance or not, or what 
its extent was. On examining the figures he 
found they had had an adverse trade balance 
since 1910, except for a few years during the 
war, so the Deputies should be careful before 
they read too much into the statement about 
an advérse trade balance.

NATION OF SMALL FARMERS. 

In considering the real agricultural posi- 
tion Deputies should realise the big fact that 
the total number of farmers was ,000; of 
these only 10,000 had farms over £100 valua- 
tion, and only 20,000 with a valuation over 
£50; so that 400,000 holdings were of £50 or 
under. Realisation. of what that implied 
would change the point of view of a great 
many persons. 

What did the figures mean’? There was 
no use talking about the grazier as somebody 
who was ruining the country. Personally, he 
had no use for the grazier, but, like the 
fluke, he was negligible. If they abolished 
every grazier they would not increase the 
pitas Ws acreage very much, because the

already urchased and _ vested. That 
left 4,000,000, of which at least 
2,000,000 acres were held by tenants, 


leaving 2,000,000 acres of untenanted land.

THE REAL PROBLEM. 

The real agricultural problem was. the 
future of second and third and fourth sons of 
farmers. The State should not be nearly so 
concerned with the farmers of from £15 to 
£25 valuation ás with’ the problem of the 
congests, with whom they could not deal by 
land purchase and the secend, third and 
fourth sons of existing farmers. That was 
the real problem before the country. 

If the farmer of £20 vakiatioti, Who had not 
met with any misfortune, was not able to 
make ends meet, the best thing he could do 
was to sell out. When they remembered 
that the man who owned this country was the 
small farmer of £20 or £30 valuation, and 
that very little more could be done by land 

urchase, they would have realised what the 

tate had to concentrate on—the problem of 
the second, third and fourth sons of such a 
farmer. i 

Two points should be kept in mind. The 
first was that they were meeting increasing 
competition every year, not only from 
countries which had competed with them in 

ast years, but from other countries like the 

altic States. Russia would again be a com- 

titor. The point was that the Acts which 
they had passed to control butter, eggs, beef, 
etc., gave them no advantage over their prin- 
cipal competitors. Those Acts were already 
in operation among their competitors. 


IMPOVERISHING THE LAND. 

Pastures had been going back year after 
rear since 1848, and all the time the farmers 
ad been taking something out of them and 
putting nothing back. hey were reachip 
the stage when a very large area of ol 
meadow hay would be almost useless, and 
that was the real reason why the ple 
talked about climatic changes. The climate 
had not changed to any extent—what really 
had changed was the land, which had 
become poorer. 

Farmers who were paying 12s. per cwt. for 
Indian meal could produce barley at 8s. per 
ewt. They were paying £1 per bag for 
flour, when they could produce wheat at 
12s. It would be foolish to give up grazing 
beef because the Danes did not raise beef, as 
the Irish climate was particularly suitable for 
‘at. But Irish farmers shou at least 
finish what was exported as alleged fat 
cattl:. Irish beef had drifted into competi- 
tion with Argentine chilled beef. The cream 
of the market had been left to Scotland. It 
would take a long time before the farmers 
would wake up to the many advantages which 
were to be gained unless they were organised. 


EDUCATION.
